28. — Arrange­ 
ments have been completed here for 
conveying the peace envoys of Rus­ 
sia and Japan from New York to Oys­ 
ter Bay, where they will be received 
by the president, and from there to 
Portsmouth, N. H. 
The details were 
arranged at a conference participated 
In by acting Seoretary of State Peirce, 
w'ho has been commissioned by the 
president to arrange for the meeting 
of the envoys, acting Secretary of the 
Navy Darling. Rear Admiral Converse, 
chief of the bureau of navigation; 
Rear Admiral Sigsbee,* commanding 
the squadron of the North Atlantic 
fleet, from which vessels have been 
selected for the conveyance of the 
plenipotentiaries, 
and 
Commander 
Winslow of the Mayflower. 
According to the official announce­ 
ment subsequently made, the Russian 
plenipotentiaries and suite will em­ 
bark on the cruiser Chattanooga at 
New York at 9 a. m. on Aug. 5. the 
Japanese plenipotentiaries embarking 
at the same point on the cruiser Ta- 
caniu an hour later, arriving at Oys­ 
ter Bay within half an hour of one 
another. 
After the luncheon to be given by 
the president on the Mayflower is over 
and the president has departed, the 
Japanese plenipotentiaries and suite 
will embark on the Dolphin, the Rus­ 
sian plenipotentiaries and suite re­ 
maining on the Mayflower» when they 
will proceed to Portsmouth, convoyed 
by the cruiser Galveston, which will 
arrive off Oyster Bay on the evening 
of Aug. 4. 
A slow run north will be 
made, so that Portsmouth will be 
reached on the morning of the 7 th, 
where they will be received by the ad­ 
miral 
commanding the 
Portsmouth 
navy-yard, within which the negotia­ 
tions for peace are to be conducted. 
Assistant secretary Peirce will go 
from New York to Oyster Bay on the 
Sylph. 
The three cruisers are sister 
ships and are now being prepared for 
the coming mission, having Just ar­ 
rived from France in company with 
the cruiser Brooklyn, which brought 
back the body of John Paul Jones. 
Rear Admiral Sigsbee, to whose 
squadron 
the Tacoma, Chattanooga 
and Galveston are attached, has re­ 
turned to New York and will Issue the 
necessary orders to carry into effect 
the program announced. 
Commander 
Winslow has also returned to New 
York and on Monday ex pects to take 
the Mayflower outside for a ‘shaking 
down trip.” 


The bulletin on Indiana banks which

the 
forces engaged in the battle against 
the yellow fever scourge today joined 
in ex pressing the belief that while the 
situation has been serious, enough suc­ 
cess has already been achieved in the 
application of the methods applied as 
the result of the work of the Reed 
commission in Cuba to juutity the hope 
that for the first time in the history 
of the country what threatened to be 
a malignant epidemic of yellow fever 
will be stamped out before frost comes 
and that New Orleans will be spared 
the horrors of the epidemics of 1853, 
1867 and 187 8 here and a century ago 
in New York and Philadelphia. 
It Is the opinion of Dr. J. H. White 
in charge of the marine hospital forces 
and of the state and local health offi­ 
cials that if destruction of the steg- 
omkia (mosquito) checks the spread 
of the disease and enables the gradual 
eradication of the cases in hand and 
those which may be ex pected to ap­ 
pear for some time to come in the in­ 
fected sections, the present visitation 
of the plague will have been a blessing 
in disguise, since it will have demon­ 
strated the ability of science to eou- 
trol the most virulent outbreak of the 
fever in the South. 
A great cleaning campaign has been 
inaugurated here. 
Every ward is be 
ing thoroughly organized, with pre­ 
cinct organizations radiating from the 
major body. 
Yet while it is consid­ 
ered that no narm can come from the 
most thorough cleaning that New Or­ 
leans has had since Ben Butler's time, 
the men of science do not think that 
the cleaning of streets and backyards 
will prevent a single case of fever. 
“Cleaning up streets and removing 
dirt from gutters is energy throw » 
away,” declared President Kohnke of 
the city board of health to a delejr*- 
tion of citizens who called to consult 
him on the subject. 
“You ought to 
put every man you can get hold of ‘o 
screening cisterns and draining stand­ 
ing water f ora ©remise*

OF TIE SOIL 


The four elevator men of this city 
were all interviewed by a representa­ 
tive of the Daily Republican this af- 
ernoon ami they all, w ithout ex cep­ 
tion, agreed that the quality of Rush 
county wheat, this year, is below the 
average. 
They all claim th at this is 
due to the wet weather, which came 
after the w heat was in shock, which 
has a tendency to soften 
the kernels 
and to make the^grain tough. 
Some of the elevators have a great 
amount of the yellow grain now on 
hands, as very little wheat has as yet 
been shipped toforeig n markets. 
The 
railroad switches which run off to the 
elevators are all filled w ith cars, how ­ 
ever, aud the grain men w ill soon have 
to begin to ship to fill their July or­ 
ders. 
The price being jiaid by all of 
the local^dealers at the present tim e is 
7 8 cents a bushel, and corn is selling 
for 55 cents a bushel. 
Brown & Riley 
say 
the 
wheat 
which they have been receiving weighs 
from 50 to « 0 pounds to the bushel. 
The heaviest w eight wdiioh has been 
received by this firm was « 3 pounds. 
They have already shipped out 18 ,000 
bushels, and they say that they are 
kept busy handling the grain as it 
comes in. 
C. G. Clark, another grain dealer en­ 
tered into a discussion of the quality of 
wheat, at length. 
He said th at bis 
firm did not buy grain for shipm ent, 
but said : “ we get our grain for m il­ 
ling purposes only. ” 
He went on to 
ex plain that the bearded wheat was 
not as good in quality this year as tl e 
smooth grain.

weight of wheat^brought to his place 
of business. 
Forty bushels to the acre 
lias been the heaviest yield reported 
his mill.

Hoc h’s T rial and Conv ic tion Gav e No 


W arrant for Re s pite . 
Sp ringfield, 111., July 28.—Regarding 
the case against Johann Hoch. who 
was hanged today , it was ascertained 
at the governor's office on reliable au­ 
thority that the reasons which induced 
the governor to refrain from Interfer­ 
ing were the following: 
That Hoch was first sentenced to he 
hanged on June 21; that through his 
counsel he requested a rep rieve in 
order to be able to p resent his case to 
the sup reme court in the June term, 
the court being then in session. A re­ 
p rieve was requested to the end of 
the term. 
The court was exp ected to 
adjourn in about a week and Governor 
Deneen granted a rep rieve of five and 
one-half weeks in order to give him 
amp le time to have his case p resented 
to the sup reme court. 
Under the law 
a defendant may p resent his case to 
any one of the justices of the sup reme 
court during vacation, who has p ower 
to atvard a sup ercedeas in the event 
he deems the case worthy of consid­ 
eration by the sup reme court. 
It is 
learned that the case has not been 
p resented to any Justice and neither 
Mr. Hoch’s attorney nor any of his 
friends has p resented to the governor 
any errors in fact or law, excep t by 
telep hone connection over the long­ 
distance telep hone. 
It has been p re­ 
sented to the governor by the state 
attorney ’s office of Cook county that 
the case has been tried with the u t­ 
most care for the rights of the defen­ 
dant and that the only p oint raised by 
the defendant was as to the right of 
a woman whom Hoch had married, to 
testify against her huslmnd in a crim­ 
inal case. 
On that p oint it ap p ears 
that the state p roved that before Hoch 
had married the woman in question he 
had been married to another woman, 
who is still living and from whom he 
never had been divorced. 
The 
sup reme 
court 
has 
decided 
against the contention raised by conn 
sel for Hoch. 
It is regretted that 
Hoch’s friends did not have an op p or­ 
tunity to p resent his case to the su­ 
p reme court, but it was felt by the 
governor that he had granted an am­ 
p le extension of tim e; that the crime 
was an atrocious one and that the 
trial had been fairly conducted, no 
comp laint having been lodged with 
him regarding its conduct. 
Under all 
the circumstances the governor felt 
that he could not do otherwise than ; s 
he has done without making a p rece­ 
dent which would p roduce harmful re­ 
sults hereafter, and so felt constrained 
to let the law take its course.
